T he Minneapolis Tribune, in a recent editorial, digs into 
La Follette^ record regarding his alleviation of farmer troubles. 
It is fair, says the paper quoted, to ask what Senator La Follette 
proposed specifically from 1920 to 1924 to do for the farmer be­ 
yond his mistaken effort to deal with the transportation problem 
in a way that probably would have bankrupted a higher percent­ 
age of the railroad companies than the 26 per cent mentioned in 
connection with the farmers of 15 wheat-growing states, and 
would have accentuated the farm er’s misfortune. 
Senator La Follette made himself intensively vocal in his kind 
of interest in the farmer only when the last session of Congress 
was drawing to its close, and when, thanks largely to the ob­ 
structive tactics of the La Follette group in Congress, virtually 
nothing in the way of agricultural legislation has been passed. 
There are not 600,000 virtually bankrupt farmers today. 
A 
report just made to the Investment Bankers’ Association of Amer­ 
ica has it that at least 90 per cent of the farmers are solvent. 
How much better showing than that could be made for city busi­ 
ness and manufacturing enterprises? 
It is not satisfactory that 90 per cent of the farmers should 
be solvent. 
They might be that and still not prosperous, and it 
is the hope of President Coolidge that a way may be found to 
make agriculture as nearly IOO per cent prosperous as human 
fallibility will permit.

Banana fibre is being experimerited 
with by European pencil manufactur­ 
ers as a substitute for the ordinary 
graphite. 
The fiber is first burned in 
retorts, crushed and then mixed with 
what Is technically known as “bind­ 
ing” to give It a gluey consistency and 
to improve Its marking qualities. The 
whole is then worked up into pulp by 
machinery, and when partly dry, is 
crushed 
again 
and 
forced 
through 
molds 
under 
considerable 
pressure. 
The rolls are then baked, cut Into 
lengths and packed with great care in 
cast-iron crucibles nnd kept at red neat 
for two hours. 
After cooling gently, 
the “leads” are ready for the wood.
